Actually, as is the case with all

strong natures, Mr. Churchill de- 
feated himself. Just as surely as 
he saw the signs of the times in 


1938, just so stubbornly did he re- 
fuse to see them in 1945. 

From being the head of a nation, 
he chose to become the head of a 
party. The party was repudiated, 
and with it, Winston Churchill. He, 
who had been strong enough to 
carry a nation to victory from im- 


minent defeat, believed himself 
strong enough to carry a party 
against the spirit of the times 


which the war itself had released 
He, who had never been timid be- 
fore external danger, became timid 
before social forces. Out 
of this t he lost his sover- 


internal 


midity, 


cignty. He ‘saw Britain about to be 
clutched by a Labor Gestapo, In 
the faces of men who had strength- 
ened his hand for five years, he 
suddenly saw Red Bolshevism 

He was a warrior who, in Eng- 
land's darkest hour, urged her to 
go forward. Suddenly he became 
a politician who, at the climax of 
the struggle, urged her to go back 
He thus fell out of his own char- 
acter. His election speeches, ex 
cept for the caustic and brilliant 
phrases which are his gift, fell dis- 
astrously from the level he himself 
had set. Even his fidelity, which is 
the essence of his nature, betraved 
him in these elections, as once be- 
fore 

When Edward VIII found himself 
in a dilemma of his own creation 


Churchill acted suddenly, not as a 
national leader, but as an old 
knight, raising a mediaeval lance 
for his King It was misplaced 
chivalry. His eloquence deteriorat- 
ed then, too. He is reputed to be 
the author of Edward's farewell 
address, with reference to ‘she 
woman I love” An address sen- 
timental without sentiment—corny 
to tell the truth Churchill's 
“woman I love” became the Con- 
servative party—and cost him his 
throne, also 
* + 

And Churchill was no conven- 
tional Conservative. Once he had 
divorced himself from the party 


and married the Liberals, to return 
later with many reservations. He 
wished to postpone the elections 
for it was as the head of a National 
Government that he attained his 
eminence. But had the issue been 
postponed, Mr. Churchill would 
still have had eventually to choose, 
and align himself with part of Bri- 
tain as the pace-setter for the rest 
He chose Conservative Britain, this 


time without qualification. He lost 
the soldier's vote—and for the same 
reason that Roosevelt got if. Sol- 


diers nowhere want the old pre-war 
world 


The Economist—not a Labor pub- 
lication—wrote on July 7 

“Some day there will be a re- 
alignment of political forces behind | 
which the capacities of the nation) 
can be mobilized for peace as they | 
were in 1940 for war. Mr. Churchill 
could have started_the second task | 
as he has finishefl the first. He 
made it difficult for himself by 
accepting a party leadership, and 
his behavior in this election has 
made it finally impossible for him | 
to serve as the rallying point for a 
truly national policy of social and | 
economic regeneration. By turning 
himself into a narrow party politi- 
cian, he has condemned the country | 


to narrow party politics; and if 
through the intervention of party} 
bitterness, a beginning with a| 


policy of regeneration has to wait 
until some future crisis has burst 
upon the country, until there has 
been still another retreat from 
some economic Dunkirk, then Mr 
Churchill will be as blameworthy 
for the inadequacies of policy in the 
calculus of peace, as ever Lord! 
Raldwin and Mr. Chamberlain were 
for unpreparedness in war.” 

The consequences of the British} 
Labor victory, on a Socialist plat- 
form, will be enormous, not only 
for Britain, but in the world, and 
especially in Europe, The responsi- 
bilities on the shoulders of Labor's 
leaders will be so heavy that I have 
no doubt some are saying, “Alas 
we have won!”
